the schools be closed tor a period ui 
two waeks, but that all other public 
places of amiiiipnit'nt \tv ('IohkI for the 
same period aa a precautionary mean- 
ure against khia dreadfal disease. 

"The p;itroiiH of tnc schools will 
please take notice and surely will do 
all in their power to aea that -this dis- 
ease does not spread.

The difficult 
secondary war in the Philippines was well 
managed. Among the definitH promises of 
1896 redeemed was the gold standard and a 
restored protective policy. Agriculture and 
mining have similarly advanced. A surplus 
in the tieasury is maintained. These are but 
a few of the big items of Kcjpublican achieve- 
ments since \ Is it the part ut wi.sdom to 
puuieh such a party? Why not thank good 
fortune for the privilege of keeping it in 
power? — Blne6eld Telegraph.

According to Antonio Joae Sanohes. for many years the private secretary 
of Castro, and who lives in New York. Oen. A. Plmentel, who was minister 
of nuance under Preeldent domes. Is en route to that city to Join the Vene 
suelan JunU now operating there, not so much m tbe intereat of Caatro, but 
to overthrow President Gomes, who. it Is now declared, has developed Into 
a far more dangeroua dIcUtor than Castro was accused of being.
